Nixon said the freeze would be 
followed, probably in early August,

controls, his fourth in two years, in a 
nationally 
televised

These were the main points of the 
new Nixon program: 
—For the duration of the freeze, a 
maximum of 60 days, sellers may 


not charge more than the highest 
price at which items or services 
were sold between June 1 and June 
8 . 
- Wages will not be frozen so long 
as pay increases “ continue to be 
responsible and non-inflationary.” 
—Raw farm products (such as 
raw potatoes or a head of lettuce) 
are exempt from the freeze at the 
first sale but are covered when they 
hit the grocery stores. 
—Rents, 
which 
have 
been 
increasing at a slower rate in recent 


months, are also free of the freeze. 


—A beefed-up Internal Revenue 
Service 
will conduct a

increases 
since 
January 
have 
violated Phase III guidelines. 


—Congress will be asked to give 
the President new authority to limit 
exports of feed grains and certain 


other agricultural commodities in 
short supply that have helped drive 
up the domestic cost of food. 
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Magruder says Mitchell 


planned bugging, cover-up 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Former 
Attorney General John N. Mitchell 
approved plans for the Watergate 
bugging and plotted to cover it up, 
Jeb Stuart Magruder testified today. 
But Magruder said he does not 
believe President Nixon knew about 
the 
conspiracy 
or 
had 
“ any 
knowledge of our errors” in the 
affair. 
Magruder, deputy director of the 
1972 
Nixon 
campaign 
under 
Mitchell, poured out the full story of 
the scandal as he understands it at 
the 11th day of nationally televised 
Senate Watergate hearings. 
He was the first witness to admit 
publicly 
under 
oath 
that 
he 
participated in the planning of a 
wide-ranging 
political 
espionage 
plot against the Democrats last year 
and in subsequent efforts to hush it 
up. 
Delivering the most explosive 
testimony yet in a flat, emotionless 
voice, the boyish-looking Magruder, 
38, also said that: 
-White House Chief of Staff H R. 
Haldeman was told the full story of 
the affair this past January and 
aided in the development of a “ false 
story” to tell investigators about the 
Watergate raid. 
-Form er Commerce Secretary 
Maurice H. Stans, the campaign 
finance chief, was told the full story 
a week after the June 17, 1972, 
Watergate arrests and agreed to 
help persuade the campaign treasur­ 
er to be “ more cooperative” in 
coming up with an acceptable figure 
about how much money had been 
funneled to one of the bugging 
conspirators. 
Testifying before the committee 
Tuesday 
and 
Wednesday, 
Stans 
swore he only knew about Watergate 
from what he had read in the 
newspapers and didn’t begin to get 
suspicious about the truth until last 
March. 
—The cover-up of the scandal was 
concocted at a series of meetings 
through 
last summer primarily 
involving Magruder, Mitchell, then 
White House Counsel John W. Dean 
III and two top Mitchell lieutenants 
— Robert Mardian and Frederick 
LaRue. 
“ I don’t think there was ever any 
question that there would not be a 
cover-up,” he testified, adding there 
was no “ conscious decision 
about 
it but that it was simply assumed a 
cover-up was necessary. 
He said it was his personal feeling 
that Nixon had no knowledge of the 
plan, and that “ it was felt that if it 
(the scandal) ever reached Mr. 
Mitchell before the election,” Nixon 
would lose. 


“ As far as I know, at no point 
during this entire period, from the 
time 
of 
the 
planning 
of 
the 
Watergate to the time of trying to 
keep it from the public view, did the 
President have any knowledge of 
our 
errors 
in 
this 
m atter,” 
Magruder said. “ He had confidence 
in his aides — and I must confess 
that some of them failed him.”

wiretaps 
placed 
in 
Democratic 
headquarters during a successful

weekend last year 


Mitchell called Iaddy to his office 
and he (Mitchell) simply indicated

Tax rate cut possible 
in 1973-74 county budget

Prospects of 
a 
major 
Santa 
Barbara county property tax cut in 
the coming fiscal year emerged late 
Wednesday 
as 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors voted unanimously to 
adopt an approximate $77.8 million 
county 
budget 
that 
w ill 
be 
consolidated with 
a 
$7 million 
revenue sharing budget. 
County Auditor-Controller Paul 
Floyd declared that fund balances 
for the current fiscal year would 
undoubtedly be “ strong” going into 
the new fiscal year July 1. 
Other 
factors, 
he 
showed, 
included 
anticipated 
revenues 
approximately $3.6 million higher 
than estimated in the preliminary 
budget, and a possible five per cent 
or 
more 
increase 
in 
assessed 
valuations. 
Then, as county supervisors found 
themselves with 
more than $1 
million left in the proposed $7 
million revenue sharing budget, 
ta x p a y e r 
org an izatio n 
representatives began figuring up 
the strong possibility of a sizable tax 
reduction. 
Estimates ranged from a possible 
20 cent cut predicted by the Tax- 
Action Assn. to a reduction of twice 
that figure by County Taxpayers’ 
Assn. spokesmen. They emphasized, 
however, that the rate could go “ up 
or down” depending on whether the 
revenue-sharing 
surplus 
was 
directly applied to cut the tax rate. 
But 
both 
Floyd 
and 
County 
Administrative Officer Raymond D. 
Johnson warned that overuse of 
surplus funds one year to achieve a 
major tax cut could result in a tax 
rate that might rebound upward the 
next year. 
They favored a “ stabilized” tax 
rate in 1973-74 for that reason, they 
explained. 
Supervisors did not immediately 
indicate whether they will go for a 
major tax cut in the coming year or 
go along with a “ stabilized” rate. 
Floyd said the official tax rate 
will not be set until possibly the last 
week in August, prior to the early 


September deadline. 


He told the board that as a result 
of public hearings on the new budget 


this week and last week, the general 
fund had been slashed $209,244. 


He 
declared 
the 
board 
had 
appropriated $6.8 million of the 


revenue-sharing funds eligible for 
spending in the new fiscal year. 


The board voted to keep the $1 
million left in a trust fund, with the 
option of placing it in contingency 


later ot applying it to reduce the tax 
rate. 


Availability of revenue sharing 
funding and major cuts in the 
county’s welfare program as the 


result of federal legislation have 
been seen as the two prime factors 


in any tax rate reduction achieved 
by the county.

The big question in the minds of Santa Barbara County 
authorities in regard to participation in the State Water 
Project is whether San Luis Obispo County will go in with 
them to share the cost of a coastal aqueduct. 
It was a question before officials of the two counties sat 
down Wednesday with state authorities to discuss county 
options in the plan. 
And after Wednesday’s meeting, it still remained 
unanswered. 
While Santa Barbara County’s decision to go into Phase 2 
of the program in 1975 is obscured in large measure, as a 
result of strengthening of forces of water conservation in 
recent years, San Luis Obispo County could have other 
reasons for deciding not to go into the Phase 2 program, or 
align itself with Santa Barbara County in asking for a delay. 
San Luis Obispo County Supervisor Hans Heilmann 
pointed out in an interview after the Santa Barbara water 
meeting that San Luis Obispo County is “ better off’ than its 
neighboring county to the south in the matter of availability 
of its own water supplies. 
Therefore, he thought it would be “ difficult” to sell 
expensive water charges from the State Project to San Luis 


County at this point in time. 
“ I feel San Luis Obispo is better off - richer in water - and 
that we have made more provision for it,” he declared 
pointed out that “ if San Luis Obispo County said no” 
to 1 hase 2, then Santa Barbara County would have to work 
toward a redesign of the coastal aqueduct, if it wanted to 
‘ go it alone ” This would be a difficult matter, Heilmann 
felt. 
Accompanying Heilmann and also taking part in the 
discussion on State Water Project were County Supervisor 
Richard Kreysa; County Engineer George Protopapis and 
Assistant County Engineer Clint Milne.

Doctor shortage 


In an effort to ease the doctor shortage Senator Donald 
Grunsky is sponsoring legislation to facilitate the expansion 
of the medical schools at three private universities. 
The state already maintains five medical schools through 
the University of California. But the total output of the 
eight schools is only about 650 a year. This is slightly over 
one-fifth of the number of new doctors licensed to practice 
each year by California. 
The state has been attempting to increase this number by 
a program where by it contracts with Stanford, USC and 
Loma Linda for the enrollment of medical students. This 
has been financed on a year to year basis. 
The Grunsky bill would take advantage of the offer of the 
three schools to greatly expand this enrollment if they are 
guaranteed the continuance of the program for a five year 
period. 
Supporting the program Dr. Earl Brian, secretary of the 
Health and Welfare Agency, said “ It should be noted that 
once the schools are geared up to accomodate the larger 
enrollment, no further state funding will be necessary.” 
Exactly what the shortage of doctors is now or will be is 
not fully established. The number of doctors licensed by 
California is deceiving. Of the 67,743 now holding California 
licenses only 41,000 reside within the state. Many of these 
are retired or engaged in teaching or things other than 
treating patients. 
Yardsticks as to the number of physicians required to 
adequately take care of the population have been given by 
various sources without any particular agreement. The 
California Medical Association, whose membership is 
about 25,000, says the ideal figure is about L to 700. It 
reports that California has about 1 to 600 but cohcedes that 
the ratio of those engaged in primary patient care is more 
like 1 to 1300.

in categories and locales.

And we 
won’t be burdened with the operational costs year after 
year.”

Energy shortage might 
produce food shortage 


United Press International 
An energy shortage could turn into food 
shortage unless farmers get enough fuel 
during the summer to harvest their crops, 
farm 
organizations 
warned 
Congress 
Wednesday. In Georgia, state police were 
told to conserve gasoline by curtailing 
cruising and use of car air conditioners. 
In Florida the state government began 
taking steps to make sure motorists bum 
the proper octane in their tanks, and in 
Washington a White House environmental 
advisor urged Americans to start buying 
smaller cars that use less fuel. 
Other results of the nation’s shrinking 
supply 
of 
fuel 
Wednesday 
included 
complaints by industry in Texas that 
cutbacks in their natural gas supplies 
threatened to force them out of business. 
Iowa’s Highway Commission was told the 
state’s major contractors don’t know how 
to bid on $26 million in road construction 
work because of the uncertain fuel supply. 
On Capitol Hill, George B. 
Watts, 
president of the National Broiler Council, 
told a Senate agriculture subcommittee 
that the energy crisis could bring on a food 
shortage if farmers are short changed on 
fuel allocations this summer. 
“ Unless there is an assurance that fuel 
supplies will be available in the future, 
production planning will be seriously 
disrupted in the face of a national demand 
for increasing food supplies,” Watts said. 
James V. Hauser, speaking for the 
National Grain and Feed Association, told 
the senators that a shortage of fuel for 
drying 
grains at 
harvest time 
“ can 
jeopardize our food and feed supply.” 


In Georgia, Public Safety Commissioner 
Hay Pope told state police to curtail the 
use of car air conditioners and reduce 
cruising as part of a program to cut 
gasoline consumption on the force by 25 per 
cent. 


In neighboring Florida, State Agriculture 
Commissioner Doyle E. Conner said 
burning gasoline with too low an octane can 
waste up to 10 per cent of each tank—while 
burning too high an octane is wasteful and 
polluting.

More spent on Western White House 


SANTA ANA, Calif. (UPI) - More than 
$414,000 in government money has been 
spent on President Nixon’s Pacific Coast 
estate—more than 10 times what the White 
House originally said—the Santa Ana 
Register reported Wednesday. 
The 
spending 
includes 
$184,174 
for 
electrical work, $76,000 for landscaping 
and $6,400 for a beach cabana and a bridge 
to the beach, the newspaper said. 
On May 26, the White House, in response 
to questions generated by Register stories 
about the estate, told The New York Times 
that government-paid improvements to the 
Western White House cost $39,525. 
Arthur F. Sampson, head of the General 
Services Administration, was quoted in the 
Los Angeles Times today as saying the 
GSA had totaled additional expenses of 
$184,174 and the Register’s figure of 
$414,093 could be “ in the ball park ” 
The Register said building permits on 
file at San Clemente, where the 10-room 
villa overlooking the Pacific is located, 
indicate the President paid $10,950 out of 
his own pocket for home improvements. 
The White House has said previously that 
work billed to the government had been 
ordered by the Secret Service to protect 
the President. 
That included the $184,174 worth of 
electrical work, which the White House 
said was needed to power security devices, 
and $76,000 for landscaping work, to plant 
shrubs blocking lines of vision from outside 
the estate. 
The Register said other projects billed to 
the government included: 
—$9,000 for a 272-foot sewer connection; 
—$2,400 for septic tank repairs; 
—$3,990 for work on the roof; 
—$10,612 for roadways, driveways and a 
parking area; 
—$2,800 for work on the swimming pool; 
—$3,360 for work on a storage shed. 
Deputy White House Press Secretary 
Gerald L. Warren said he had not intended, 
when he gave out the $39,525 figure less 


than 
three weeks 
ago, 
to 
give 
the 
impression that it was the total amount. 
“ I didn’t know what the total figure was 
then and I don’t know now,” Warren was 
quoted as saying, adding officials are 
working as hard as we can” to come up 
with an accurate overall figure.

radiation 
exposure... is from medical 
x-radiation. This situation 
will not change as the result 
of construction of a fully 
developed 
nuclear power 
industry.”

concerns with light water 
reactors is heat, and of 
course 
radiation.

controlling factor is the 
emergency 
core 
cooling 
system. “ The energy panel 
finds it impossible to reach 
a 
definitive 
conclusion 
regarding the adequacy of 
the emergency core cooling 
systems. Resolution of this 
and other safety issues may 


permit close-in siting with 
its attendant advantages of 
shorter transmission lines 
and potential feasibility of 
waste heat utilization,” the 
report says.

construction of such core­ 
cooled reactors in remote 


areas “ for the next decade 
or two.”

50 years later, films of the Honda tragedy

A total of 54 people who had actually viewed the wreck of the seven 
U.S. Navy Destroyers 50 years ago at Honda Point were among the 
audience of 150 persons at the program presented to the Lompoc 
Valley Historical Society Monday night by Sgt. J. P. Moore, of the 
Vandenberg Aquallier Scuba Diving Club. 
He has worked up a 
beautiful presentation in slides and commentary depicting the entire 
voyage of the destroyer task force from San Francisco to their 
“ gravevard” on the iagged rocks of Pt Pedernales (called Honda or 
Devil’s Jaw) the night of Sept. 8, 1923, plus spectacular underwater 
photos of the remains of the destroyers.

D epartm ent 
reported, means that all 
dogs four months of age and 
older are required to have a 
valid official vaccination 
certificate 
and 
license. 
Licenses 
are 
issued 
annually; vaccinations are 
given every two years. 
In recent years, though, 
dogs have not been the 
major 
county 
rabies 
carriers; wild animals are. 
Health Department records 
show that the most recent 
rabid dog report in the 
county occurred in 1952. 
This incident followed a 
streak of domestic animal 
rabies reports, involving 23 
dogs and cats, from 1923 and 
1950. Over this same period 
there was only one reported 
case of rabies having been 
contracted 
from 
a 
wild 
animal, 
a 
1923 
incident 
involving a coyote. 
In 1951, though, the county 
incidence of reported rabies 
dramatically shifted from 
domestic to wild animals. 
The only other domestic 
animal case reported since 
that year was in 1967 and 
involved a Vandenberg Air 
Force Base cat. 
In 
1951 
through 
1967, 
though, 11 cases of rabies- 
infested skunks, bats and 
foxes were reported. A 1965 
total of three bat-bourne 
rabies cases (one in Santa 
Barbara and two in Santa 
Maria) brought the state 
Declared 
Rabies 
Area 
designation. 
This designation is back in 
effect this year even though 
there were no rabies cases 
reported in the county from 
1968-1971. 
County 
Health 
Officer 
Joseph T. Nardo put the 
dramatic rabies shift from 
domestic to wild animals 
down to the effectiveness of 
rabies 
v accin atio n 
programs. This seems to 
hold true throughout the 
state in which 97 per cent of 
last year’s 275 rabies cases 
occurred among wildlife. 
The 
infected 
wildlife 


population, though, provides 
a reservoir of rabies which 
presents a potential threat, 
a county health summary 
qualified. 
Even with an 
efficient 
vaccination 
program, about 20 per cent 
of county domestic dogs will 
remain unvaccinated and 
capable of contracting the 
disease and giving it to 
people. 
“ A 
large 
number 
of 


unvaccinated dogs remain 
in every community,” the 
report 
said, 
“ These 
unvaccinated 
dogs 
constitute a break in the 
armor or protection which 
we have carefully built up 
over the years.” 
The county’s state rabies

carries with it a prohibition 
on trapping, importing or 
capturing skunks for sale as 
pets.

Winning the U.S. Open means 
everything to any golfer who ever 
has swung a club. 
It’s the equivalent of climbing Mt. 
Everest, winning the World Series 
and hitting the sweepstakes all 
rolled into one. In short, it’s the 
dream of a lifetime come true. 
Let’s take one of the golfers in this 
U.S. Open, which gets under way 
today. 
Let’s take Chi Chi Rodriguez. 
Chi Chi has lost count which Open 
this is for him. He figures it’s 
somewhere around his 10th, but he 
hasn’t lost count as to what the Open 
means to him. 
What would he give to win it? 
Not much. 
Only a hunk of his heart and a 
piece of his soul. 
Chi Chi Rodriguez will readily tell 
you that. 
He’ll tell you something else, too. 
“ No matter who wins or loses,” 
he’ll tell you, “ it’s beautiful to get 
up in the morning, look out the 
window and realize not only are you 
in the best country in the world, but 
also you’re a citizen of it. To me, 
that is worth more than winning 
100,000 U.S. Opens.”

Chi Chi Rodriguez was bom in 
Puerto Rico. That makes him as 
much of an American as Jack 
Nicklaus, born in Columbus, Ohio, 
and if there are a few of you out 
there who think maybe he’s getting 
carried away a little, I don’t. 
Climb up on a soapbox, begin 
telling everyone what a great 
country yours is, how it’s better 
than any other one in the world, and 
you can get to be a bit of a zealot.

really wrong 
though with taking a minute once in 
awhile to voice your feelings, yes, 
maybe even some appreciation, for 
the country you come from, the one 
that, no matter what else is wrong 
with it, does give you a chance.

At a time when the United States has 
made 
almost 
incredible 
diplomatic 
progress in opening windows and doors to 
the minds of people in foreign nations, 
especially in the Orient and Russia, we 
have the totally incredible picture of men 
in Congress seeking, in effect, to slam 
them shut again. At least partially. 
On May 30 the U.S. Senate voted to 
support Senator J. William Fulbright’s 
effort to cut the United States Information 
Agency’s budget for overseas information 
and cultural programs by a damaging 15 
per cent, or $31 million. In the House, 
Chairman Hays of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee is seeking an across the board 
cut of 10 per cent in USIA’s authorization. 


Although some of the impulse for these 
cuts stems from Congressional reaction to 
growing public criticism of legislative 
spending policies, in Fulbright’s case at 
least the purpose is ideological, not 
economic. The Arkansas chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee has 
made it perfectly clear that he wants to 


dismantle the agency, which he refers to 
as a “cold war anachronism.’’ 
Debate over the USIA is by no means 
partisan. Senator Hubert Humphrey, for 
one countered Fulbright’s attack by telling 
his colleagues “our concern should be to 
strengthen the U.S. Information Agency 
because clearly, if our foreign policies are 
to succeed, they must be understood.’’ 
Republican Senator Paul Fanin of Arizona 
pointed out similarly that cutting the 
agency’s funds is “pound foolish, penny 
wise’’ 
economy 
because 
it 
“would 
seriously cripple the ability of the United 
States to place its views before the 
world.” 
More than ever the United States needs 
— and has an impressive new opportunity 
— to explain to nations who have long been 
barred from the truth about just what we 
really are like, what our hopes really are 
for them and the world, how we really 
hope that all of us in this our world can get 
to know and understand each other better. 
To stifle this opportunity in the name of 
economy is pure demagoguery.

I know a lady who figured out how 
to solve the problem of minorities in 
South Africa and the United States 
and the problem of under-population 
in Australia: The United States 
should take South Africa from the 
white people who own it, then make 
a gift of South Africa to our own 
Negro people, and arrange to ship 
them there. The white people in 
South Africa, with the enormous 
capital they got from selling their 
country to the States, would remove 
to Australia. Hesto presto: there is 
no racial problem left in South 
Africa, no black problem in the 
United States, and no shortage of 
white people in 
Australia. The 
wonder is that Clark Clifford didn’t 
think of it. If he had, no doubt the 
Times would have published it. 


The turgidity of Mr Clifford’s 
presentation makes it sadistic to 
dwell on the analysis, but one must, 
one absolutely must, since such 
chutzpah requires recognition Mr. 
Clifford speaks of this as being “no 
time for partisanship’’ — while 
proceeding to write as though it 
were a bipartisanship conviction 
that Spiro Agnew, though he was 
elected Vice President of the United 
States and though he is utterly 
unimplicated in Watergate should 
not, in the event of the President’s 
resignation, proceed to the post for 
which he was designated by the 
American people 


Mr. Clifford says that “under our 
system of government, a President 
cannot 
function 
without 
the 
confidence 
of 
the 
American 


people.” In fact he can, and has; as 
recently as when Mr. • Clifford 
agreed to serve in the cabinet of 
President Johnson even though 
President Johnson had already lost 
the support of the American people. 
Mr. Clifford says that Mr. Nixon 
has by his contempt for the press 
and our institutions “irreparably” 
damaged himself. Mr. Clifford’s 
respect for the press is best recalled 
by nis willingness to serve President 
Johnson 
when 
Johnson 
asked 
Clifford 
to 
visit 
Washington 
publishers in 1964 and beg them to 
suppress the news that Johnson’s 
assistant Walter Jenkins had been 
caught not at Watergate, probing 
intimate Democratic secrets, but at 
the YMCA washroom, probing other 
intimacies. 
Johnson went on to win a landslide 
election, and Clifford was not very 
resonantly accused of trying to 
suppress 
Johnsons 
attempt 
at 
coverup, nor did anyone in sight 
suggest an auto-da-fe for him. 
Mr. 
Clifford ,says 
that 
the 
“present Administration has come 
to treat Congress as an inferior 
branch of the Government.” That’s 
true. 
But so did the Johnson 
Administration treat it, and so did 
Kennedy’s, and so did FDR’s. The 


truth of the matter is that Congress 
has earned the reputation as an 
inferior branch of the government 
and it is historically the fault not of 
Nixon, but of Congress. 
Mr. Clifford says that after all, 
Lyndon Johnson in 1968 did the 
noble thing. “On that occasion, 
President Johson said: ‘What we 
won when all our people united must 
not now be lost in suspicion and 
distrust and selfishness and politics 
among any of our people.’” 
Right, that’s what Johnson said. 
And what happened was that the 
people 
remained 
disunited 
and 
distrustful and selfish, and politics 
continued. Johnson’s self-removal 
had nothing to do with healing the 
wounds of the nation to the extent 
that they were healed. That was the 
result of the practical policies of 
Richard Nixon. And the nearest the 
country ever came, in recent years, 
to being united was in preferring 
Nixon to the democratic choice of 
the 
Democratic 
Party, 
Goerge 
McGovern: 
whose s in g u la r 
contributions 
to 
disunity 
were 
reproached neither by Mr. Clifford 
nor by the New York Times. 
By God, I do believe that Richard 
Nixon is going to be saved by his 
enemies, and he deserves to be. 


The earth is a small planet 
rapidly running out of food and 
energy. World population grows 2 
percent annually, doubling every 35 
years. There are 3Vfe billion people 
on Spaceship Earth now and there 
will be twice that by AD 2000. Take a 
day off; when you come back the 
earth will have 200,000 more people. 
That’s the size of Des Moines. We 
add a new Des Moines to our 
spaceship’s passenger list every 24 
hours. This can’t last. It’s as though 
our pleasant planet were infected — 
infected with people. If we don’t 
curb our procreation voluntarily 
Nature will do it some other way, by 
war 
or 
pestilence 
or 
famine. 
Probably famine. 
The United States will be the last 
nation 
involved, . probably, 
but 
occasionally even now some scary 
sign sends a chill through the 
observant. A summer shortage of 
gasoline 
in 
some 
areas... how 
inconvenient! Why don’t officials 
plan better? The fact is, of course 
that till a few years ago the U.S. was 
only 
marginally 
dependent 
on 
petroleum imports, but that in 
another dozen years we will import 
over half of what we use. Our 
consumption climbs three to four 
percent a year. Western Europe now 
imports 96 percent of its petroleum; 
Japan 99 percent. That form of 
energy on our little planet is burning 
out. 
Or take food — take that amusing 
little “cod war” up north where 
cheeky Iceland is standing up to 
Britain. Iceland has extended its 12- 
mile territorial waters out to 50 
miles. Why? Because the fishing 
banks are getting fished out. U 
seems incredible. But it’s happening 
off marine countries in various spots 
of the world. Man’s hunger is 
emptying the oceans of certain 
edible 
fish. 
This 
is 
only 
the 
beginning. The oceans whose very 
name is a metaphor of teeming 
inexhaustibility, are reaching their 
limit of supply against the hunger of 
uncontrolled human fertility. 
But hasn’t there been a “green 
revolution” — miracle wheat and 
rice? Didn’t they solve the food 
problem? The best answer is the 
story of Ireland. In the 17th Century, 
Ireland had 2 million people — 
mostly destitute. Then in the 18th 
Century, came the potato from the 
New 
World 
— 
the 
“ green 
revolution” of that era. Population 
skyrocketed. By 1835, 8 million 
people lived in Ireland — mostly 
destitute. Then came the potato 
blight: 2 million people starved, 2 
million emigrated, 4 million were 
left — mostly destitute 
Nature laughed at the latest 
wheat-rice “green revolution.” It 
postponed accounts maybe five or 
six years. Back in the mid-sixties, 
India produced 82 million tons of 
food grain and has since lifted this to 
over 100 million. Fine; the only 
thing is that the bigger crop must 
now feed 70 million more Indians 
Now there have come a couple of 
monsoons in India and drought in 
Africa. Newsweek calls the result 
“The Year of Famine” : (June 4) 
and shows pictures of starved 
livestock 
and 
wizened children. 
“Nearly six million people may 
die,” 
says 
the 
UN 
Economic 
Commission for Africa. 
But this is just a small famine; 
nothing to think much about. When 
the big famine comes, a few years 
from 
now, 
we 
probably 
won’t 
recognize it for a while. It needs a 
symbol, 
like Smokey 
Bear, 
or 
Woodsie Owl Let us call her Fulani. 
She is 12, but looks eight She has a 
dull vacant look; winces if you shake 
hands. 
Malnounshment 
lacks 
drama, it is less 
obtrusive than 
famine. 
It 
affects 
mental 
d e v e l o p m e n t , 
p r o g a b l y 
permanently. That’s the human raw 
material 
in 
many 
backward 
countries now, waiting, waiting. 
Fulani is the child behind the vacant 
eyes 


The shocking thing is that there’s 
not much we can do for Fulani. We 
feel we should help hungry nations. 
But they are spending $26 billion 
annually 
on 
armaments; 
three 
times what they receive in official 
development assistance. We can 
send them food, and missionaires, 
and physicians, but only they can 
h a l t 
p o p u l a t i o n 
g r o w th . 
Presumably, Fulani’s father and 
mother love her. But, ultimately, 
she is just 
a statistic. When a 
species runs wild on our small 
i 
ilanet. Nature is brutal. The lines of' 
ood and population growth are on a 
collision course. There is every 
prospect, before long, that we are 
going to see the greatest catastro­ 
phe 
in human history. 
it will be rather uncomforatble 
watching them die over the next 20- 
30 years, but we can stand it, I 
guess. After all, the Newsweek 
piece on the current famine only 
made page 44. 
Books come out telling about our 
shrinking planet all the time but 
mostly Americans don’t read them. 
William and Paul Paddock six years 
ago wrote a prophetic Famine — 
1975, and William and Elizabeth 
Paddock have a new one, We Don’t 
Know How (paper; Iowa State) 
Lester R. Brown 
wrote World 
Without Borders last year. And 
there’s always Gunnar Myrdal. 
The U.S. belongs to the upper tier of 
northern countries and is the richest
